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Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  iry  Anjiual  Report  for 
1951  this  being  iny  fifth  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Its  arrangement  is  the  sane  as  its  predecessors,  the 
Chief  Sanitary'’  In&jpcctor’ s Report  being  again  included  as  a separate 
report. 


Although  climatically  1951  left  much  to  be  desired,  as 
judged  fcy  the  vital  statistics  an  inprovernent  in  the  public  health  was 
observable.  The  Birth  Rate  rose  fractionally.^’,  partly  due  to  the  lowest 
Still-Birth  Rate  for  ’tvjonty  years.  Incidentally  an  increasing  percentage 
.of  illegitimate  births  made  a less  ucsiratlo  contribution. 

The  Death  Ra’tc  decreased  and  a.s  far  as  ’the  normal  residents 
are  concerned,  v;as  ’the  lo'west  for  th irty -four  years , The  Cancer  Death 
Ra’oc  also  full  though  the  proportion  duo  to  lung  cancer  among  males 
remained  high,  Unfortimatcly  deaths  from  accidents,  mainly  due  to  falls 
in  the  elderly'’,  and  suicides  increased  slightly,  contrast,  for  the 
eighth  year  in  succession,  there  was  no  maternal  death,  v;hilc  for  the 
first  time  o\'or  there  v/as  no  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis , The 
Infant  Mortality  .Rate  again  fell  to  fairly  loxv  proportions,  although  it 
might  well  have  been  even  lower. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  v;as  also  fairly 
satisfactory.  No  case  of  poliomj^-olit is  occurred,  measles  v;as  at  a very 
lov7  ebb  wliilc  the  ronaining  infectious  diseases  were  comparatively  mild 
and  not  more  than  the  average  number  of  cases  v/as  notified^  The 
decreasing  incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  ’particularly  satisfactory.  It 
corresponds  x/ith  the  inauguration  of  a scheme  for  the  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  of  thirt, eon  year  old  school-children  which  yielded  a fairly 
satisfactory  response.  Gii'ixilarly  the  immunisation  of  younger  children 
against  diphtheria  and  v/hooping  coxrgh  v/zis  fairly  v;ell  mainti'.incd,  while 
635o  of  the  babies  under  one  year  v/crc  vaccinated  against  smallpox. 

For  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  the  year  v/as  one  of  steady 
v/ork  v/ith  increasing  demands  on  thwir  time  and  the  prospocts  of  oven 
greater  responsibilities  in  the  foUov/iing  years,  - and  ti.is  at  a time  when 
it  is  mos’b  difficult  to  attract  pcmoriont  staff  and  recent  ai'/ards  have 
tended  to  discounago  na-/  entrants  *from  choosing  this  profession.  The 
re-introduction  of  locaJ.  slaughtcriivg,  the  necessity  for  a rapid  survey 
and  assessment  of  sub-standard  dx'/ollings  to  be  followed  ly  the 
appropriate  statutory  measures,  and  the  anticipated  transfer  of  pov/ers 
under  the  Food  & Drugs  legislation,  superimposed  upon  their  normal  duties 
have  called  for  the  loyalty,  diligence  and  pcrsovcrenco  of  these  officers, 
x*/ho  arc  to  be  commended  for  their  ready  and  'wholehearted  response. 

I v/ould  again  conclude  by  expressing  my  thaunks  to  them 
and  to  ny  colleagues  in  all  branches  of  the  local  services  for  their 
co-operation,  and  iiy  appreciation  of  the  very  friendly  support  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  throughout  the  year.

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The  Urbc'.n  District  of  Ccvtcrhnri,  vrhich  was  constituted  in 
1899;  become  the  Urban  District  of  Catcrhcxn  and  ifai’linghrm  in  1929;  and 
as  a result  of  the  latest  revision  of  boundaries  in  1933;  the  original 
area  of  2,133  acres  v/as  increased  to  3,250  c.crcs, 

i.t  tlic  bcginnj.ng  of  the  ccni3J.r;>"  the  ]'opul3bion  of 
Caterhani  was  just  under  10,000  includj.ng  over  3;00C  residents  in  the 
Guaixis  Depot  and  St.  Lewrcnce's  Hospital.  B/  the  tine  the  present  Urben 
District  v:as  constituted,  the  total  pop.ilation  had  beca.ie  17,590,  and 
this  stcadil;;,'  increased  to  the  5-951  Census  figure  of  31,290.  In  mid -1954 
the  Registrar  General  cstinatod  the  hone  population,  (including  the 
military  stationed  in  this  area),  to  be  32,920,  'which  is  950  more  than 
last  year  and  an  increase  of  1,630  in  the  last  3 years,  during  v/hich 
476  na-/  houses  have  been  built . 

The  District,  which  contains  some  of  'hhe  most  beautiful 
parts  around  London,  is  chiofl;;;'  reside nti.:J-,  v/ith  at  least  four  centres 
of  popLilatior.!.  parbialiy  separated  from  each  other  by  tongues  of  tho' Green  Belt 
which  practically'-  surrounds  the  District, 

The  only  large  Institution  in  tho  District  is 
St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital,  vvnich  at  trie  end.  of  the  year  had  2,310 
patients  and  resident  staff. 

There  arc  no  hoa-vy;'  industries  and  many  residents,  work 
in  London  or  Croydon.  Those  vjorking  in  the  District  i'.rc  mostly'" 
connected  with  the  military'  or  tl'io  mental  hospitail,  v;i.th  building, 
sane  light  industries  -i-.hid'  hr.vc  extended  of  ia-te,  or  v.ith  providirg 
food  or  other  services  for  the  residents  ,

IHc: ,g it i’'-\icy : - The  percentage  of  b.irtlTS  v/hich  were  illcgitii:iatc 

fcllfra.i  2.7  in  1943  and  1949  to  2,1  in  1950,  which  was  the  lov/est 
since  1928.  After  stsndiig  at  3.3  for  tho  lest  2 yoai-'S,  it  increased 
to  4.8  in  1954;  aid  while  this  still  compares  favourably  v/ith  the  pcal<s 
of  over  85>  in  1919  and  1941-5,  th.c  tendency  to  rise  is  obviously  to  be 
deplored. 

Still  Birt  Is  ; - The  Still  Birth  Rate  in  1951  was  16.4  1,000 

tot?.  1 birtliS  ’.'^ich  vjas  the  loi'/est  for  20  yca,rs  1 In  1953  it  increased 
to  23,3  but  this  year  it  fell  to  13.0  and  v/as  thus  v/cll  belov/  the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wcles  of  24.0, 


Dcr.th  Rr.tc  Tho  nirabcr  of  dcr.ths  c.ttributcd  to  tliis  District 

was  298,  a dccroaso  01  50  on  tiie  provions  yoar,  and  as  a result  the 
Crude  Death  iiato  dccrcascjd  from  10,09  per  1^000  poixilation  in  1953  to 
9,05  in  1954»  AS,  hov/over,  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  is  not  quite  typical  of  tlu'.t  of  the  Country  as  a vAiole,  an 
adjustment  is  ix:quin:;d  viiicli  produces  tho  Corrected  Death  Rate  of  9*69 
and  V7hich  is  1^97  3-ov,’'cr  than  tiie  previous  year’,  and  once  again  below  tho 
Death  R:te  of  11,3  for  Erglaix*.  and  !•  ,1.103, 

Tlio  Rcgistr.ar  Genera.!  nav  allocates  to  tliis  District 
all  deaths  occurring  in  St.  Lc.v.T7cncoi s Hospital  and  corba.in  Old  Peoples 
Homes  and  Nursing  Homes,  tlic  nia.jority  of  xdiich,  prior  to  1953^  v/crc 
transfer  re  d to  tho  districts  irr  vdiich  tlio  pa.titnts  fornerJy  rc:oidcd.  The 
nev;  system  is  justified  by  tho  fact  that  the  patients  at  those  Hospiita-is 
end  Homes  ar’c  included  in  the  total  population  of  the  District, 
Inovitabl;^'’,  hoi^revcr,  the  dccatli  nrtc  among  this  section  of  the  population 
is  above  ths  ncrmal,  i.dth  the  consocuent  inflation  of  the  local  doadh 
n.tc.  Had  these  formerly  transferable  deatlis  been  cjcc-luded,  the  Crude 
Death  Rate  v;ould  have  been  onl;^’'  6,93^  which  would  have  been  the  sane  as 
in  1921  and  the  lov^cst  since  1910, 

Causes  of  Dc'tli;-  Those  a.rc  set  out  in  Table  II  in  the  Appendix 
rdiich  a'ls  o indicates  the  ages  atwliich  death  occurred  but  docs  not 
differentiate  betX’/een  noiTaa'.l  residents  and  those  in  the  csbovc -mentioned 
insb  itutions.  One  of  the  wealenesscs  of  the  new  rxthod  of  regisb  lution 
is  tlia.t,  in  oixler  to  determine  prejudiciil  local  influences,  it  is 
nococsri.ry  to  soTrarite  these  groups  in  respect  of  cr.ch  cause  of  death  find, 
unfortumtcl;;,^,  tliis  ca.nnot  bo  done  rcfiUy  accurately  a-^ing  to  tlic  paucity 
of  available  information. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases:-  As  usua].,  deaths  from  heart  and 
circulatory  disca.ses  formed  the  largest  group,  accounting  for  147  deaths, 
or  49»3i  of  tlic  total  dcatlis,  which  is  6,2/?  more  than  in  1953  hut  1,2^ 
below  tlio  1952  figure.  (Those  variations  arc  orobfibl^^  mainly  due  to 
only  39  of  these  dcfths  occurring  among  the  hospita.l  poixilation  compared 
with  51  last  year).  This  group  al-j-iys  incj.udos  an  apprccia.blc 
piDuortion  wiio  virbuaJib^  died  of  old  age,  and  in  1954;  76/o  were  over 
65  ycauas,  and  54^^  over  75  years  at  tho  tiucs  of  death,  a slight  but 
vjelcomc  incraisc  on  the  1952  figures,  Postpenanent  of  death  from  these 
conditions  until  at  Ica.st  65  ^''oais  of  age  is  obviously  desirable  and 
should  nornall;^^  bo  practicable  if  residents  lca.rn  to  relax  rq^ularlj'’, 
and  to  a.void  undue  worry  and  such  habits  as  contribute  to  persistent 
tension  and  over  demands  upon  the  circulatory  system. 

Cancer ; - . The  neicb  commonest  causes  of  death  v/cro  cancer 

vjith  50  deaths  (16,7/^  of  all  deaths)  and  respiratory  diseases, 
cxcluclng  tuberculosis,  (32  dca.ths  - 1D,7/j)*  As  far  as  can  be 
ascertained  the  Cancer  Dor.th  Rate  wa.s  1,45  per  1,000  of  the  ordinary 
population,  (1.5  if  deaths  among  the  previous l;^''  transferable  group  are 
included),  vbich  is  a distinct  improvement  on  the  corresponding  rates  of 
1,84  and  1,64  in  tie  last  2 years , 

NationaHj-  there  Ixis  undoubtedly  been  a true  increase 
in  cancer  of  the  lungs  among  malc;s,  a.nd  publj-city  has  boon  given  to  the 
possibility  of  hca.v;>'  cigarette  smolcing  being  a.  contributory  factor. 

The  local  rate  for  tliis  type  of  the  disease  is  high  this  year,  although 
better  than  in  1953;  aiorc  than  one  third  of  the  male  cancer  dca.ths  being 
due  to  this  ciuse,  end  all  who  died  vj-erc  formcrl;>''  ordinary  residents  , 
Vvhile  rcsea.rch  is  proceeding;  into  the  cause  of  tlxi  na.tional  increase, 
personal  restrictive  measures  a.ro  justified,  and  the  young  especially 
c.rc  advised  to  amisidcr  the  practicu,!  implications  of  present  suspicions 
beC  ore  becoming  addicted  to  wha.t  at  tlic  Ica.st  is  an  uneconoiiic  hr.bit^ 
and  one  iviii  di  probably  also  affects  health  a.dversely  in  other  ways. 

The  proportion  of  cr.ncor  deaths  attributed  to 
cancer  of  tin  broast  in  females  rcmaiixd  about  the  same  as  it  is 
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nc,tionc.lly  and  justifies  the  ra'iiindcr  tluvb  any  persistent  lump  should 
be  roportc  d to  a Doctor  v/ithout  delay.  The  relief  of  a negative 
finding  is  alnost  e.s  Important  as  tin  early  treetnent  in  confirmed  caees^, 
v\hich  can  be  so  successful. 

Respiratory  Diseases:-  .toong  the  noiraa].  residents dcatlrB  due  to 
respirator:^''  diseases  v/ere  fewer  tten  in  1953. 

Accidents  Unfortunately  one  death  occurred  due  to  a 

road  accident  and  eight  dcc'eths  occurred  among  ordinary  residents  from 
otiTcr  accidents  during  1954.  This  is  a total  increase  of  3 ca.ipared 
with  1953.  Ill  hut  two  of  the  homo  accidents  v/ere  due  to  falls  ^ the 
majority  in  the  elderly. 

Suicides;-  The  number  of  suicides  again  increased,  being 

7 compared  vdth  6 and  3 in  the  previous  2 years. 

Infant  I^fortality  Rate : - On  the  average  during  the  first  ton  years  of 
this  century,  75  babies  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday  out  of 
every  1,000  ba.bies  bom  alive  in  this  District  . In  each  of  the  follcv/ing 
periods  of  tar  years  this  proportion  decreased,  the-  averages  being  67^ 

55 ^ 36  and  33,  virile  in  the  nine  years  since  the  V/ar  the  average  has  been 
only  27;  and  on  three  occasions  has  been  at  or  below  18,  the  la.st  being 
in  1952.  In  1954  this  rate  was  again  fairly  lov/,  being  23  compare d with 
29  last  year  . 


Reviewing  the  10  infant  deaths  which  occurred 
during  tiro  year  the  causes  of  dea.th  can  lx  groupcjd  as  follows:-

It  could  reasonably  hive  been  hoped  that  the 
deaths  due  to  infect  ion  v/ould  have  been  avoided,  but  the  prevention  of 
the  chief  cause  of  tlrese  irJTants  deaths,  prenraturity,  presents  problems 
vjhich  have  so  far  becir  unsolved  and  arc  the  subject  of  special 
investigations  a.t  the  present  tiix . 

Eight  of  these  infant  deaths  occurred  before 
the  tcbics  v/crc  a month  old,  and  the  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate,  iie.  the 
nunbor  of  deaths  in  iirfants  under  a nontli  per  1,000  live  births,  was 
therefore  18.3;  n decrease  of  7.9  on  1953;  nird  4 belov/  the  average  for 
the  livst  5 years. 

Of  the  births  notified  during  the  year;  25 
were  premature  (iic.  (f/o)  and  2 of  these  were  born  at  hone,  the 
ranaining  23  being  bom  in  hospitals  or  in  nursing  homes.  Unfortunately 
6 of  the  litter  died  (i.c,  26^};  2 within  a day,  2 during  the  third  day 
and  one  on  each  of  the  5th  and  6tPi  days  . 

Matqgm  1 Mortali'ty ; - It  is  most  sabisfactoiy  to  be  able  to  rcport 
tiT.t  for  the  cightli  year  in  succession,  no  dc.'tlTS  have  occurred  among 
mothers  v/hich  were  associated  v/ith  child  birth.  Compared  v/ith  the 
years  1921-46  this  moans  tlvat,  on  the  avVera^ga,  one  mother’s  life  has 
been  saved  annually'-.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rato  fer  England  and  Vfeles 
in  1954  v/as  0,69.

Diphtheria. 


Once  again  a year  has  passed  mthout  a case  of  diphtheria 
occurring  loca.Uy^,  bu.t  the  fact  that  3 cases  were  notified  in  1952, 
although  the  only  ones  in  the  last  7 years,  is  a reminder  that  this 
disease  can  ard  docs  occasionallv"  recur,  aid  tint  immunisation  must  be 
mr-intrined.  The  necessity  for  this  is  probabi;;,''  all  the  greater  no^/ 
that  the  natura.l  stiiulation  caused  ly  occasionai  small  doses  of  'the 
organisiri  rareiy  occuis  , 

Scarlet  F ciu  r . 

57  notifications  of  tliis  disease  wore  received,  of  I'-jhich 
14  v;orc  fron  St,  Lawrence’s  hospitaJ.,  compared  v/ith  41  in  1953  ^Jad  an 
annual  avciugi  of  53  in  the  previous  5 years.  The  disease  remains  very 
mild  in  type  aid  this,  together  vaith  the  non-notification  of  other 
streptococcal  infections  wh.-sh  arc  not  accomr^uiicd  by  a rash,  makes 
it  impossible  to  prevent  its  spread,  althcugh  efforts  are  made  to 
limit  hoav;;,^  infection.  All  but  2 of  the  cases  occurred  r-imong  school 
children  or  pre-school  children,  but  no  school  v/as  unduly  affected,  . 
tie  eases  occurring  fai.rly  cven]^’’  throughout  the  District,  Of  the  57 
eases,  33  w-er;  admitted  to  hospital  (Dlctchingley  34,  Cuddingten  1,  and 
Wandlc  ValJsy  l),  viiiich  is  still  a fa,irI4»''  Irngji  proportion  for  present 
day  practice,  althou.ghi  20; j loss  than  in  1953* 

The  foUariip;  modified  procedure  for  attempting  to 
reduce  the  spread  of  tiiis  disc-asc  appears  to  be  justifiable : - 
(l)  isola.tion  of  streptococcal  infections  among  children  for  at  least 
a. ibrtni^it  in  view  of  tls  I’islc  of  ccauplica.tious  developing,  (2)  exclusion 
of  contacts  for  a ‘wcelc,  a^nd  (3)  release  of  both  from  isolation  at  the 
end  of  these  periods  if  the  nasopharynx  is  iicaJLthy,  in'cspcctive  of  the 
results  of  nose  aixl  throes  swabs.

Epidoirics  of  tliis  disease  usually  occur  in  alternate  years 
and  after  6?  a'.ses  having  been  notified  in  1952,  follov/ed  by  573  in 
1953;  ib  v/as  not  surprising  that  the  number  of  notifications  decreased 
but  the  total  of  only  8 was  remarkablj''  small,  hone  of,  the  aases  was 
admitted  to  hospital,  the  type  of  infection  being  very  mild.  No  deaths 
have  occurred  from  mea.slcs  in  this  District  since  the  War, 

Wlrooping  Cough 

Waves  of  whooping  corigh  occur  in  a simila.r  way  but  the 
dimensions  of  the  v/aves  are  very  much  less  marked;  thus  19  cases  were 
notified  in  1951  compeared  v/ith  75  in  1953  end  13  in  1952,  No  death 
ocairred  and,  in  fact,  only  2 deaths  (and  those  in  very  yourg  babies) 
h've  occurred  locally  sine:,  the  War,  The  only  preventive  measure 
against  tliis  disease  which  is  of  any  rea.l  use  is  Immunisation,  which 
is  referred  to  in  the  follcv/ing  section. 


PREVEhiTION  OF  ACUTE  II\T15CTIQUS  DISE/vSE 


AS  previously’-  stated,  the  chief  hope  of  preventing  most  of  the 
important  infectious  diseases  now  lies  in  some  form  of  immunisation  vdien 
that  is  practiaVole  ard  it  am  be  recomjaonded  for  all  children i VJhere 
ini'.runisation  against  any  particular  disease  is  not  yet  feasible,  it  is 
the  prp,ctico  to  exclude  cases  md  in  some  instances,  contacts,  from 
school,  inti's  hope  th/'t , possibly  by  diminishing  the  dose  of  the 
infection,  more  children  v/ill  only  get  sub-acute  attacks  and  -that  in 
general  the  number  and  severity  of  aiy  cases  which  do  occur  will  be 
dlminisl'icd , The  main  aim  is  to  postpone  the  onset  of  infection  in 
infants  at  least  until  school  age  is  reached,  most  infections  being 
severest  v/hon  tlicy  c.ffect  children  under  2 years  of  age.  Obviously, 
such  steps  can  only  be  partially  successful  but  it  appears  not 
unreasonable  to  continue  them,  for  cxi-mplc,  with  a disease  like 
scrrlet  fever  wliich  was  formerly  of  serious  import  and  can  at  any  time 
rcvei't  to  its  former  severity.  On  the  other  hand,  in  such  mild 
infect  ions  as  chicken-pox  and  rubella.,  it  might  be  thought  desirable  that  all 
children  should  have  these  infections  soon  a.fter  entering  school,  rather 
than  at  a la-be  r st^gc  when  serious  inconvenience  might  result  with 
regard  to  examinations,  etc. 
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Diphtheria  li’U'.iiinisation, 


The  Lieiiioi;!/  of  the  three  cases  of  diphtheria  which  occurred 
in  the  District  durin-'',  195‘~  cniphasisos  the  inpoitance  of  maintaining  a 
Iiigh  standard  of  imaunity  among  the  popilation.  Daring  the  year  19 54^ 
1)23  prinar^/-  courses  were  given^  xvliile  /.,73  children  were  given  “booster" 
doses,  both  totals  being  less  than  the  very  high  ones  in  1953. 

At  the  end  of  the  yea.r  it  was  estimated  that  about  60%  of 
the  children  under  5 years  of  age  had  boon  immunised  and  approximately 
90/^  of  the  cliildren  aged  5-15  years.  On  a further  investigation  to 
discover  w^hat  percentage  of  these  groups  have  been  immunised  during  the 
last  5 years,  it  was  found  that  probabij'-  slightly  under  80/o  of  the  group 
aged  5-15  years  liad  received  treatment  during  that  period,  vdiich  is 
fairly  satisfactoii^-*. 

These  figures  arc,  hovrcver,  only  based  on  estimates  and  I 
would,  thorefore,  repeat  the  advice  that  parents  v/ho,  for  some  reason 
or  other,  have  not  had  tiieir  children  imrunised  during  tlie  last  5 years 
Would  be  v/ell  advised  to  arrange  for  this  to  be  done,  if  they  so  wish, 
first  consulting  me  on  its  desirability.

These  totals  sho^v  improvements  compared  v/ith  recenb  years  in 
all.  C3xcpb  adult  revaccinations . It  is  c.lso  very  satisfactory  to  note 
that  slj.ghtl;p  more  than  63/i  of  the  children  under  1 year  of  age  ivere 
vaccinated,  wiiich  is  a marlaad  i.iproveuicnt  on  the  avemgc  percentage 
being  vaccinated  before  1948  iwhcn  vaccination  v/as  "compulsory". 

hhooping  Cough  J-mnunisation. 

The  position  regarding  this  forti  of  ixnmisation  has 
definitely  unproved  during  recent  years  and  there  is  at  least  one 
preparation  v/hich  can  be  expected  to  give  good  results,  although  it  is 
not  quite  so  roliable  as  is  diphtheria  imiuunioation  with  which  it  can  be 
combined.  It  now  apjjears  vjisc  to  encourage  the  goner. al  acccpb<ance  of 
xvhooping  cough  hiimunisation,  provided  poliayclitis  is  not  very  prevalent 
at  the  time  in  the  area  concerned,  in  via-;  of  the  possibility  of 
previously  immunised  children  devclopin^i  a very  mild  attack  and  passing 
on  the  infection  to  babies  before  a diagnosis  has  been  made  and  preventive 
measures  tfil:en.  The  present  recommendation  is  that  the  treatment  of 
babies  should  be  carried  out  at  the  latest  ’y  the  6th,  7th  and  Sbh 
months,  with  a rcinforcir.g  dose  at  about  2 years  of  age. 

During  1954^  vdiich  was  the  second  full  year  in  v;hich  this 
treatment  was  provided  both  at  the  ClJjiics  and  ly  general  practitioners, 
v;ho  a2Xi  encouraged  to  send  iii  records  of  the  treatment  they  give,  363 
children  were  given  orimar^?'  courses  and  99  children  received  a "booster" 
dose.  These  figures  arc  alsost  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  preceding 
year  and  could  be  improved  upon. 
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Tuberculosis .

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It  v/ill  be  scon  fraii  the  follov/ing  Table,  v/hich  shovis  the 
average  5-yoarl;i’'  rates  for  the  l..ot  33  yca.rs  and  the  actual  rates  for 
1954,  that  the  incidence  of  rospira-tor^’'  tuberculosis  increased 
consider abl;^"  during  and  cspcciaili''  a-ftor  the  V/nr,  but  that  on  the  average 
it  ijs  now  decD-ining  appro ciabl;^;'.  This  Inprovcrii.cnt  is  most  marked  in  the 
death  rate  fran  rcsniratoiy  tu.borculosis  end  this  year,  for  the  first  time, 
no  deaths  have  been  a.ttributed  to  this  caise.  The  case  n^te  is  also 
slowly  improvinr,  while  non-]xilmonary  tuberculosis  is  declining 
satisfactorily'-  on  the  average. 

Nationally,  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death  rate  has  also 
declined  quite  rapidl^'-  since  the  V/ar,  wdiilo  the  incidence  of  new  cases 
is  improving.

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During  1954  tiic  Hass  X-ray  Unit  canc  no  nearer  to  this 
District  than  South  Croydon  but  a visit  to  Coulsdon  & Purley  was 
arranged  for  nid-T.955. 

As  previously  stated,  the  most  inporbant  measures  which  are 
reouired  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease  arc  the  early 
detection  and  treatment  of  cases,  the  encoure.gement  of  immunisation  and 
segregation  of  contacts,  and  the  preferential  treatment  of  cases  in 
the  matters  of  rehousing  and  rehabilitation. 

Hitherto,  Hantoujc  testing  and  himmisation  with  B.C.G.  vaccine 
has  been  liraitcd  to  contacts  of  Icnown  cases  a,nd  those  groups  who  are 
most  exposed  to  infection,  but  in  1954  this  form  of  preventive  treatment 
was  e:)ct ended  to  all  children  aged  13  years  v/ho  were  attendirjg  schools 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  and  whose  parents  agreed  to  it.  As  a 
result,  in  this  Division,  73^  accepted  and  895^  of  these  children  were 
immunised.  In  1955  this  scheme  will  be  extended  to  include  children 
of  the  same  age  group  in  recognised  private  schools,  again  subject  to  the 
parent  s > c ons  e nt . 

The  local  Council  still  continues  to  be  responsible  for  one 
of  the  iiiost  important  of  the  preventive  measures  against  tuberculosis, 
namely  rehousing,  and  also  for  disinfection,  but  the  County  Council  bears 
the  responsibility  for  all  other  preventive  measures  involving  official 
action  except  the  trocitment  of  cases , which  is  that  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Hoard, 

Tiie  local  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  every  Monday  and 
Friday  from  2 - 4 p.m,  at  the  Health  Clinic,  62  M^tccliffe  Road,  Purley, 
and  ary  suspected  cases  can  attend  or  be  referred  for  diagnosis, 
preferably''  by  appointuient , Unfortunately''  no  progress  has  boon  made  in  the 
proposed  independent  Chest  Clinic  ‘which  it  is  planned  to  erect  at  Purley 
Hospital,  This  amenity  is  badly  needed  as  the  County  Council  Clinic  at 
62  VJhytecliffo  Road,  Parley,  is  seriously  over-used, 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  - Scabies , 

Arrangerronts  arc  in  being  ‘whereby  cases  of  this  disease  can  be 
provided  with  tlx;  necessary  treatment,  and,  vrhat  is  more  important, 
contacts  vri.th  them  can  bo  given  preventive  treatment , 

In  general.,  the  incidence  of  scabies  has  decreased  as 
illustrated  by  the  following  nui:ibors  of  actual  cases  treated  annually 
by’’  the  Health  Department  since  1942,  viz,  82,  183^  137^  384;  240  , 90, 

34;  13;  3;  4;  and  2,  wlth  none  in  1953;  but  at  the  end  of  1954  a small 
outbreak  occurred,  mainly  affecting  Caterham  Hill,  As  soon  as  this 
became  Imovrn  a circular  letter  'was  sent  to  all.  mediccrl  prextioners  and 
as  a result  of  energetic  measures,  it  was  limited  to  9 known  cases.  In 
one  way  this  threatened  outbreak  was  beneficial  as  serving  to  remind 
those  concerned  hov;  desirable  it  is  to  infomthe  Riblic  Health  Department 
of  ary”  suspected  case,  so  that  advice  and  prev artivc treatment  can  be  given  to 
all  contacts  thus  preventing  the  spread  of  this  annoying  complaint.

All  dwelling  houses  provided  wi.th  the  Company’s  water  have  the 
supply  v/ithin  the  premises,  and  standpipes  ar*c  non-existent.  Only  11 
di'/cllings  (approxinrlcly  0,1^)  in  an  undeveloped  rural  section  of  the 
District  arc  without  a public  water  supply  and  the  cost  of  extending  the 
v^ratcr  main  to  those  properties  is  not  regarded  as  reasonr.ble  by  the 
Council. 


Samples  arc  also  taken  when  considered  dcsirallc  from  sources 
other  than  the  c^.bovc  which  arc  utilised  in  the  District,  and  during  the 
year,  in  co-operation  mth  the  Laboratory  Service  of  the  London  County 
Council,  fui-'bhcr  measures  were  taken  to  try  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the 
private  supply  to  St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital, 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  xvorks  of  sewerage  were  undertaken  in  1954  but 
some  sewers  were  c:cbendcd  to  malcc  provision  for  the  drainage  of  new 
Estates.  Additional-  sewers  arc  required  in  Gaterham,  Chaldon  and 
V/oldingham  ajid  in  1944  the  Council  approved  in  principle  schemes  estimated 
to  cost  over  £88,000,  During  1954  lurcher  steps  were  taken  towards 
cedeending  the  sewers  at  Chaldon  as  soon  as  practicable.

liiblic  Cleans inp: , 


1,  Col3,ection  and  Disposal  o:^  House  Refuse , 

This  branch  of  public  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor’s  Department  in  this  District and  a wccldy  collection 
tliroughout  the  district  vras  nomally  maintained. 

During  this  year  tipping  was  carried  on  at  a site  adjoining 
and  in  part  in  the  Godstone  Rural  District^  again  in  a.ssociation  with 
the  British  Electricity  Authority,  vrho  provided  an  ample  supply  of  ash 
as  cover.  Tavards  the  end  of  the  year  complaints  V7crc  received,  mainly 
in  respect  of  ash  being  washed  dov/n  a stream  into  Godstone  and  its 
vicinity.  Some  degree  of  ^xjllution  v/as  also  suggested  and  preliminaiy 
measures  ^voro  taken  to  avoid  ouch  complaints , 

.Cos spool  Emptying . 

Deto.ils  of  this  service  are  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary 
inspector's  report. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  _thc_  Aroa . 

DotajJ-S  of  the  sanitary/  inspoction  of  the  District,  v;hich  is 
carried  out  as  circumstances  derm.uid  aiKl  rereiit,  arc  also  given  in  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector's  report. 

Svrlmming  Baths . 

There  is  no  swini'Hing  bath  in  the  District  v/hich  is  owned  ty 
the  public,  but  there  is  one  to  which  the  public  is  admitted  on  payment, 
another  ovmcd  ty  a School  and  a third  belonging  to  a Social  Club. 

All  are  used  quite  extensively. 

During  1954  further  supervision  of  the  chlorinating  plant 
at  the  first  of  these  baths  was  ensured  and  4 satisfactory  samples  of 
the  water  were  obtained.  Two  good  samples  wore  also  takon  from  the  School 
bath.  All  of  these  baths  are  equipped  with  filters  and  chlorination 
plants . 

Schools . 


VJliile  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the 'older  schools 
gcncrall;^',  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  their  structure  and  lygienic 
arrangements,  and  two  should  be  evacuated  as  soon  as  practicable,  progress 
in  effecting  improvement  is  inevitably  slo/'/.  The  present  limited  though 
very  heavy  public  cicpcnditure  on  school  premises  has  still  to  bo 
priiiiarily  devoted  to  the  provision  of  nov/  schools  and  particularly 
secondary  schools  to  meet  the  coming  "bulge"  in  that  age  group.  The 
opening  in  1954  of  the  Hamscy  Green  Secondary?'  School  together  with  the 
cormnonconent  of  the  first  stage  of  the  na-7  Catorhaa  Hill  Secondary 
School  are  evidence  of  this.  Indirectly  the  former  has  resulted  in  the 
long  sought  closure  of  the  Infa.nts  huts  on  Warlingham  Green  and  the 
ro-organisation  of  the  V/arlingham  Schools,  and  it  is  hoped  that  similrir 
improvcinents  wiLl  gradually  be  effected  at  Cat  or  ham  Hill,  Ifeanwhile, 
some  improvements  continue  to  be  made  in  the  older  schools  locally  but 
the  major  expenditure  on  rejuvenation  has  to  bo  devoted  to  those  parts 
of  the  County  v/hcre  the  most  c\nticiuated  schools  exist. 

The  public  water  supply  is  available  at  all  the  local  schools 
and  all  have  a water  carriage  system.  Only  two  are  not  connected  to 
the  sewers. 
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The  Head  Toachurs  arc  advised  on  school  exclusions  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases^  while  cases  who 
they  know  to  be  suffering  from  communicable  diseases  are  notified  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health . Direct  assistance  continues  to  be  given 
during  outbreaks  by  the  Health  Visiters, 

Close  co-operation  continues  to  exist  between  the  local 
Health  Department  and  the  members  of  the  Divisional  School  Health 
Service  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  School 
Medical  Officer,  while  the  Caterham  VaJ.ley  clinic  is  situated  in  the 
same  building  as  the  Hoa.lth  Department,  which  is  a distinct  advantage. 

Factories  and  Workshops . 

The  usual  table  indicating  the  inspections  made,  defects 
found  and  defaults  notified  daring  1954  is  included  as  Table  IV  in  the 
Appendix. 


Housing, 


Similarly  the  housing  statistics  are  presented  as  Table  V in 
the  appendix,  while  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has  dealt  in  his 
Report  with  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the 
year. 


From  the  former  it  'will  be  noted  that,  while  the  number  of 
houses  built  tg'  the  Council  decreased  from  over  100  in  1950  and  1953  to 
58,  which  is  .about  the  same  as  in  1951/2,  the  total  provided  by  private 
builders,  Wnich  in  1953  double  that  for  the  previous  year,  increased 
stiU  f'urbhor  by  just  over  50^.  As  has  been  stated  in  previous  Reports, 
the  Council's  main  problem  is  the  shortage  in  this  District  of  land  which 
is  considered  suitable  for  the  er.:!Ction  of  Council  houses.  Undoubtedly 
the  provision  of  more  sma3J.  houses  for  sale  wall  gradually  contribute 
indirect^  towards  meeting  the  housing  need  of  those  recognised  as 
qualifying  for  'Council  houses,  but  meawhile  there  are  a considerable 
number  experiencing  hardship  v/ho  cannot  be  expected  Jind  should  not  be 
encouraged  to  bu^/'  their  a-m  houses. 

Parallel  vaith  this,  on  the  30th  August  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act,  1954^  came  into  force.  This  Act  makes  provision  for  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  alms  at  encouraging  the  reconditioning  and 
maintenance  of  those  tending  to  deteriorate  or  became  obsolete.  It  v/ill 
be  seen  from  the  Chief  Sanitar;^/'  Inspector's  Report  that  the  clearance  of 
unfit  houses  was  aljready  in  hand  txefore  the  pa.s^ing  of  this  Act,  but  the 
speed  and  extent  of  this  movement  will  now  doubtless  be  increased  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  in  replanning  the  areas  concerned  it  will  prove 
practicable  to  absorb  some  of  the  priority  cases  from  the  Housing  list. 


Unfortunately^  in  the  experience  of  the  Inspectors  the 
induconents  to  improve  and  prescivc  dot crj orating  property  do  not  appear 
to  bo  having  much  effect.  An  indirect  result  of  this,  hovjevcr,  might  be 
that  over  a period  of  tira.o  the  Council  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
acquire  and  rejuvenate  some  of  this  class  of  property,  Ry  this  and 
simile.r  means  it  is  hoped  that  the  most  urgent  housiiig  ca.sos  can 
gradually^  be  found  suitaiblc  alternative  accommodation. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food, 

As  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  primanily^  responsible  for  the 
inspection  and  detailed  supervision  of  the  food  supply,  details  of  this 
service  are  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector's  ifcporb. 

In  general,  steady  improvement  in  the  hygienic  production  and 
distribution  of  food  is  observable  where  they^  come  within  the  sphere  of 
influence  of  these  Officers.  Further  advances  are,  hOArever,  to  be 
desired,  especially  in  matters  not  coming  directly  v/ithin  their  purvio^. 
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Chemical  r.nd  R\cteriologicr-l  Exraiiinc.tions  of  Food , 

Ex^ii  ination  of  millc  end  ice-ercamwGro  carried  out  try  the 
Riblic  Health  Laboratoiy  Service,  v;ho  are  raost  co-operative  and  helpful 
in  the  advice  they  give  a.s  a result  of  their  findings. 


Adulterat ion . 

The  County  Council  v/as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  this 
District  during  195A  ^^-nd  a statcaaent  of  the  number  of  samples  collected 
and  examined  by  their  Officers  is  included  as  Table  Y1  in  the  Appendix. 
It  is  expected  that  these  functions  vbLU  be  transferred  to  the  local 
Sanitary  Authority  towards  the  end  of  1955. 

Mas  3 age  Est ab  lisiTmcnt  s . 

The  Provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act, 
1931^  relating  to  the  registration  and  nianagcnent  of  establishments 
for  inassaigc  or  special  treatment,  arc  in  operation.

A summary  of  the  work  done  'jy  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  set  out 
in  (b)  of  Table  V in  the  Appendix,  232  houses  v/ere  inspected  for 
housing  defects,  and  the  conditions  at  70  of  these  properties  were 
recorded  in  accordance  v>rith  the  Housing  Regulations, 

A Compulsory'’  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of  Nos. 21/23  Westway, 
the  former  rccjuisitioned  dyrcllings  which  v/ere  excluded  from  Clearance 
and  Compulsory  Rirchase  Orders  in  1953^  was  confirmed  ty  the  jyiinistor 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1954. 

Orders  for  the  demolition  of  Nos,  630,  632  and  634 
Limps  field  Road  wore  made  in  December, 

A Closing  Order  was  made  on  No, 54  Famingham  Road. 

The  demolition  of  Nos,  88  and  90  High  Street,  Caterham-on-the- 
Hill,  which  wore  the  subject  of  a Clearance  Order  made  in  1953^  was 
completed  in  1954. 

Nos.  371/3  Limpsfield  Puoad,  Warlingham,  and  No, 30  Tewnend, 
Cate rha]Ti“on-the -Hill,  v/oro  voluntarily  closed  by  their  respective  owners. 

No, 42  Banstead  Road,  Caterham-on-the -Hill,  inspected  in 
1951^  was  purchased  ty  the  Council  in  1954>  vdth  a view  to  its  demolition 
and  the  erection  on  the  site  of  14  dwellings. 

Further  action  in  connection  v;ith  other  dilapidated 
properties  was  held  up  in  1954  nending  the  formulation  of  the  Council’s 
programme  of  re-d.evolopmcnt , but  the  next  five  years  should  be  a period 
of  alnost  incredible  achievement  in  the  mtter  of  getting  rid  of  unfit 
divellings  in  this  urban  district. 


Prom  time  to  time.  Parliament  provides  legislative  aids  to 
enable  Sanitary''  Officers  to  secure  improvements  in  housing  conditions, 
but,  unfortunately,  those  legal  weapons  do  not  always  prove  to  bo  so 
efficacious  in  action  as  Sanitary'"  Officers  would  desire.  Probably  the 
best  evidence  of  the  difficulties  vdiich  have  been  encountered  in  the 
administration  of  housing  legislation  is  to  be  found  in  the  number  of 
housing  acts  and  amendment  acts  v;hich,  from  tome  to  time,  have  been 
issued  ’ey  Parliament.  The  neglect  vrhich  privately  owned  dwellings  let 
at  sm'all  rents  have  suffered  for  many  years  will  not  be  overcome 
quickly’’,  a’nd  it  is,  of  courts e,  too  soon  to  determine  whether  the  steps 
already  taken  by  Parliament  will  secure  ’the  desired  result;  but,  at 
the  present  time,  it  docs  appear  that  in  spite  of  the  enducements 
offered  by  recent  housing  legislation  to  assist  owners  of  small 
properties  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance,  the  landlords  are 
still  on  ’strike'  and  the ’repair’ position  remains  unchanged. 

During  1954  only  two  appli-cations  for  a Certificate  of 
Disrepair  wore  received;  one  xvas  refused  and  one  was  granted, 

7 dwellings  v/ere  repaired  by  ewners  after  formal  procedure 
under  S,9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  II3  dwellings  were  rendered 
fit  by  their  respective  ovmers  in  consequence  of  informal  action  by 
Senitajry  Inspectors ,

This  table  show's  a substcintial  increase  in  the  v/ork  in  the 
Chaldon  area  where  the  provision  of  additional  sewers  is  considerably 
overdue.  No  real  difficulties  in  dealing  'with  requests  for  emptying 
was  onperionced,  but  at  tw'o  period&  of  the  year,  ncjncly  at  the  end  of 
the  months  of  JuIjt’  and  November,  there  were  as  many  as  30  applications 
for  emptying  awaiting  aabtention. 


Many  residents  nox";  require  a more  frequent  emptying;  service; 
88  premises  vrere  visited  12  or  more  times  during  the  year  and  the 
cesspools  at  26  of  these  premises  were  emptied  20  or  more  times. 


SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


slaughterhouses 


There  arc  three  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  in  which 
animals  are  slaughtered  for  human  consumption.  One,  belonging  to  The 
South  V/est  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  i3oard,  is  used  exclusively 
for  the  supply  of  meat  to  the  Board *s  hospitals;  tv/o  other 
slaughterhouses  are  privately  owned  and  arc  subject  to  licensing  ty 
the  Council.  The  licences  of  those  two  slaughterhouses  were  renev/ed 
in  1954  after  the  slaughterhouses  had  been  restored  to  their  pre-^var 
standard.  The  reconditioning  of  the  Hospital  Board’s  slaughterhouse 
is  under  discussion.  An  application  for  a licence  to  rc— use  another 
fomer  slaughterhouse,  v/hich  had  been  closed  when  meat  control 
started  to  operate  in  1940,  was  refused. 

From  the  time  of  meat  decontrol  until  the  end  of  the  year. 
Sanitary  Inspectors  were  obliged,  mainly  because  of  difficulties  of 
meat  marketing  and  because  of  the  shortage  of  slaughterracn,  to  spend 
some  part  of  the  evening  of  the  slaughtering -day  in  slaughterhouses 
for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The  rcgula-tions  v/hich  require 
at  least  three  hours  notice  of  slaughter  to  be  given  to  the  Sanitary 
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Inspector  dc  not  provide  for  any  limitation  of  hours  of  slaughtering 
so  that  such  hours  might  coincide  with  his  ordinary  duty  hours. 

Under  the  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme^  guarantee  payments 
on  pigs  are  made  whore  private  trccity  sales  on  deadweight  take  place 
and  a certificate  is  given  by  a responsible  official  on  weight  and 
eligibility^'  of  the  carcase.  The  Public  Health  Committee  agreed  to 
assist  local  traders  and  the  'then  IVIinistry  of  Food  by  allowing  the 
Council's  Neat  Inspectors  to  porfom  cor bifi cation  duties  at  local 
slaughter! louses  vtiere  it  was  found  i-^possiblc  to  provide  a Government 
meat  grader  for  this  work,  but  Ordinary  Deadweight  Certification 
Centres  for  pigs  x^'ore  not  established  in  this  district  until  1935.

EXTRA^EOUS  iLiTTIlR  Irl  FOODSTUFFS 

The  usual  crop  of  incidents  for  investigation  was  provided 
during  the  year. 

The  finding  of  a piece  of  metal  in  a wrapped  toffee  was  a 
novelty  for  this  district.  The  complaint  was  investigated  at  the  factory 
concerned  by  the  Chief  Srnitary  Inspector  of  the  district  in  v;hich  the 
factoiy  is  situate,  and  I received  an  assurance  that  everything  possible 
was  done  at  that  factory  to  prrevont  erctraneous  matter  gainirjg  access  to 
the  finished  product.  At  a cost  of  £5^000,  the  manufacturer  of  the 
toffee  had  equipped  nis  factory  v-dth  the  very  latest  type  of  metal 
detectors  to  stop  the  toffee  making  machines  if  the  slightest  particle 
of  metal  gained  access  to  the  product.  It  was  considered  th:.t  the 
presence  of  Lho  piece  of  metal  in  the  toffee  purchased  locc-Uy  must  be 
attributed  to  the  irmian  element,  inasmuch  as  the  management  of  the 
factory  had  found  tliat  vdion  a machine  stopped,  certain  staff,  who  were 
being  pc. id  a bonus  on  the  work  produced,  had  been  guilty  of  restarting 
the  .;r. chine  immediate vn.thout  endeavouring  to  discover  the  cause  of  the 
stoppage , To  counter  this  practice  the  management'  had  taken  recjuisitc 
action. 
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One  resident's  complaint  concerned  the  defective  condition 
of  a bottle  of  mill-c  delivered  at  her  house,  the  neck  of  the  bottle 
being  chipped  and  the  cap  perforated  by  particles  of  glass,  some  of 
which  had  gained  access  to  the  interior  of  the  bottle.  The  serious  risks 
associated  with  such  incidents  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  ideal  liquid 
milk  container  has  yet  to  be  marketed.  Tho  firm  of  milk  distributors 
responsible  investigated  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  delivery  of 
millc  containing  glass  and  agreed  that  bottles  had  been  deonaged  ty  their 
roundsman  during  his  handling  of  same  on  the  round,  Tho  roundsman  was 
warned  as  to  his  future  conduct, 

/aiother  complaint  had  reference  to  tho  presence  of  a 
cockroach  in  a loaf  of  wholemeal  bread.  Investigation  revealed  that 
the  bcdcery  concerned  was  dusted  regularly  v/ith  an  approved  insecticide 
powder,  but  the  Iku-iager  was  urged  to  take  precautions  to  render 
impossible  a recurrence  of  the  incident. 

Other  incidents  included  the  discovery  of  the  larvae  of  the 
mill  moth  in  flour  and  the  presence  of  other  insect  larvae  and  dirt  in 
dried  apricots .

The  year  1954  saw  the  end  of  the  use  by  local  millc 
distributors  of  wido-neck  bottles  topped  with  discs,  for  frem  October 
1st  1954  Pasteurisers  were  required  to  fit  containers  of  pastourised 
millc  with  caps  or  covers  which  overlap  the  lips  of  the  containers.  Thus 
better  protection  for  millc  in  course  of  delivery  has  now  been  secured 
for  all  grades  of  fluid  millc. 


The  history  of  tho  local  pasteurising  es'bablishmcnts  has 
been  one  of  slow  but  continuous  expansion  and  improvement.  The  first  . 
combined  cap  making  and  sealing  machine  was  installed  in  1954^  but 
otherv/isc  on3y  minor  improvaaents  v;ero  carried  out  at  these 
establishments-. 

The  percentage  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  now  received  by 
local  processing  establishments  has  increased  considerably,  and  indicates 
that  the  'National  Health  Service’  for  animals  is  paying  dividends; 

On  October  1st  1954^  this  Urban  District  becoiiic  a "specified 
area"  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Millc,  Dearies  and  Airtificial  Cream)  Act, 
1950,  and  tho  use  of  a special  designation  for  all  sales  of  milk  ty 
retail  for  human  consumption  liras  made  compulsoiy.  For  some  time  less  than 
I/O  of  the  fluid  milk  sold  ki  this  district  ha.d  been  ungraded,  and  this 
milk  had  been  sampled  quarterly  for  biological  examination  with  negative 
results . At  the  request  of  tho  County  Council  (the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority),  it  was  arranged  that  I sliould  carry  out,  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council,  the  additional  duties  of  enforcing  in  this  district  S;i9 
and  20  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  compulsory  use  of  special  designations 
for  retail  and  catering  s-alos  of  milk.

Undoubtedly,  the  best  mprovement  made  at  local  catering 
cs'bablishments  during-;  the  year  was  that  executed  at  a Caterhom  VaRlcy 
Public  House  v;herc  ncx-;  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  in  more 
convenient  positions  so  that  a urinal  situated  adjacent  to  a much  used 
bus  stop  might  bo  olininatcd.  One  road-side  cfife,  the  condition  of  which

The  routine  annual  testing  of  sev'rcrs,  required  ty  the  liinistry  of 
v.gri culture  of  Fisheries  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  ixny  growth  of 
rat  population  in  an  uninfested  area  or  arcai.  which  has  been  cleared  of 
infestation,  was  carried  out  during  the  month  of  May.  144  manholes  on 
sewers  not  claissificd  rcccntl^^  an  ’infested’  v;ere  test  baited,  but  no 
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'takes’  were  recorded.  IVro  'maintenance'  treatments  were  carried  out 
in  the  Wh5d:oloafc  area  whore  'takes'  had  been  recorded  during  the  1953 
test.  In  'Maintenance'  treatment  No.l^  44  manholes  wore  pro baited^ 

10  pro  bait  'taJkes'  ar^d  5 poison  bait  'takes'  being  recorded;  in  the 
'Maintenance'  treatment  No. 2^  41  manholes  v/c re  prebaited,  resulting  in 
9 pro bait  'takes'  and  9 poison  bait  'takes'. 

No  'major'  or  'reservoir'  infestation  v/as  found,  and  the 
Council's  refuse  tips  remained  free  froiii  infestation  throughout  the  year. 

The  Department  has  continued  to  act  as  Servicing  Agent  to  the 
County  Council  in  respect  of  their  properties  in  this  district. 

The  Surrey  No. 3 V/orkablc  Area  Committee,  formed  in  1944  for 
the  purposes  of  creating  -and  sustaining  ^in  active  interest  in  the 
destruction  of  rets  ana  mice  and  securing  liaison  between  neighbouring 
authorities  and  tlic  Ministry  of  Food,  met  tv;icc  during  the  year.  At 
the  second  meeting,  it  v/as  decided  to  wind-up  this  Committee,  its 
purpose  havirjg  oeen  fulfilled.

Difficulties  in  recruiting  staff  recurred  in  1954. 

Mr.  Rogers,  who  entered  the  Council's  service  in  1933  and  who 
on  returning  from  active  service  passed  the  requisite  qualifying 
examination  and  became  a District  Sanitary  Inspector  in  194S,  left^in 
March  1954  to  serve  a neighbouring  authoritj^  in  the  'London  Weighting' 
area.  He  was  not  replaced  until  Jul^’’  1954. 

after  nearly  seven  years'  service  in  the  department,  Mrs  .Capon, 
an  experienced  clerical  assistant,  also  took  up  an  appointment  in  the 
'London  Weighting'  area,  and  left  in  October  1954.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report,  the  vacancy  caused  by  her  departure  is  still 
unfilled  except  in  a part-time  and  temporary'  capacity. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  ssuall  indoor  and  outdoor  staff  tend 
to  clog  adminstrative  efficiency,  but,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the 
remaining  members  of  the  staff  v-rhose  services  are  much  acknowledged, 
cnothcr  exi'xting  year  v/as  pa-ssed  without  the  receipt  of  serious  complaint.
